Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The focus of the interview centered around the 1 03 rejections 
directed to the obviousness of probes and primers from a known sequence. Applicant argued that all pnmers do not 
work The examiners stated that there is a reasonable expectation that primers which are subsequences froni the 
target region would work as primers. The examiners illustrated the support for the position in the art, namely Tanaka^ 
who states that any primer which specifically hybridizes with the 3'X sequence can be used, however those whu^h are 
higly homologous to the 3'X sequence and have the length of 20 residues are most suitably used (col. 2, lines 48-55). 
The applicant maintained that the primers would need to be tested to determine whether the work With respect to the 
multiplex reactions, the applicant asserted the greater level of testing and how some pnmers don t work. It is the 
position of the examiners that it is prima facie obvious that the primers work and may be op imized. Discussion was 
provided with respect to how these rejections may be overcome, namely with results that all pnmers are not 
equivalents, such that their primers have improved results over others in the art. 
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
